Please add new claims 21, 22 and 23. 

1 . (previously amended) A 2-ply sewing thread comprising, in combination, 
at least one spun yarn ply twisted together with a second yarn in a first direction about each other 
along a common axis to form a ply twisted composite yarn, where the spun yarn contains 100% 
staple fibers, has a single twist equal to or greater than 4 more turns per inch than that of the plied 
twisted composite yarn, and is twisted in the opposite direction of the ply twisted composite yarn. 
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
